TO 

Extend to Ireland clause 6. in “the Customs and Inland 
“ Revenue Act, 1870,” and to enable farmers in Ireland 
to germinate grain to be consumed by animals. 

W HEREAS it is expedient that farmers in Ireland should have 
the same facilities for the feeding of animals as farmers in 
Great Britain : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
5 the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

1. Section 6. in the Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1870, 
shall extend to Ireland, as if Ireland were expressly named therein. 
10 2. It shall he lawful for farmers in Ireland to ger min ate grain 

to be consumed by animals, under the several conditions and sub- 
ject to the several penalties mentioned in said clause 6. of the 
Customs and Inland Revenue Act, 1870.
